| goon a6 the Indo-Chins ‘steamer Kutsang 
(Cops. Bradley) atruck the rooks in Haiten 
Biraip on tho evening of the Ath inst, rhe 
was hoaded for tho sandy part of the ahore 
and beached in a sheltered positiot. The 
rock on which the vessel strack is 
pitoated in-the Hungrha channel. News 
- wan got to the shore as. som pos 
gible and telegrams sent for asiistance. 
The CN. str. Paoting arrived on the sceno, 
es wo already know, and took off all the pas- 
gowgers from the stranded veasel and took 
them on to Shanghai. There area great 
wumber of fishermen in the vicinity, but it 
was not believed ‘that they would attempt 
Jooting. The crow of the Kuteang includes 
seine foreignera and as they are wall armed, 
they would be abla to given Rood account 
of themselves should occasion arise, Tt is 
also expected that.a gunboat will be des- 
patched to tho scene to offer protection, 
fhe 0. M, atr. Foiching reporte that-the 
Kutaang is lying in a secure and sheltered 
‘position with her propeller showing, but as 
there is a rise and fall of the tide of over 
twenty feet thia is not to be wondored at. | 

Messrs Jardina, Matheson and Co. have 
courteously informed ns that they received 
a telegram this morning from Foochow 
which states that the damage to the s.s. 
Kutaang is not extemsive. 6 holes in 
hor hull! have bean located and plugged up. 
Bho left yesterday afternoon for Shanghai, 

‘Another telegram from Amoy states that 
‘eho a8, Kutaang od the s.6, Haiyang 
(Capt, A.B. Hodgins) in long, 26 N., lat. 
120 B,, and signalled ‘+ All's ell.” 

We undorstand the aalvago ‘steamer 
Protoctor laft hore for the scene of the 
accident 800n after the mows reached us; 
60, we presume, she has ken of material 
assiatance to the stranded vessel.
